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OUTSIDE JOBS FORBIDDEN 
TO TOWN FIREMEN 


Jobs outside of the Fire ve- 

partment, for regular employ- 
ees of the Department have 
been forbidden by chief Arthur 
J. Boudreau, 

In a special order issued on 
March 23rd the chief, with the 
approval of Town Manager Cecil 
Lancaster and Town Counsel 
Philip Buzzell, changed one 
section of the Fire Department 
Rules and Yegulations, The new 
section now reads: 

‘Sach and every member of the 
permanent department shall de- 
vote his whole time to the 


business of the department and 
is expressly prohibited from 
engaging in, being employed 
in, or giving personal and di- 
rect attention to any other 
employment or business. Odd 
jobs may be done within the 
limits of the Town of Wilming- 
ton, with permission of the 
Fire Chief, These odd jobs 
must not interfere with the 
answering of all alarms, Mem- 
bers who are on their three 
nights tour of duty shall be 
subject to ALL calls and will 
not Jeave the town during the 
day, or at any time, without 
first getting permission from 
the Chief. The deskman shall 
contact by telephone all off 
duty men who fail to answer 
vhe alarm. Svery mem) + %f the 
Department is reqire © have

a telephone and make arrange- 
ments so that he can be con- 
tacted by telephone at any- 
time.’ 

New Call 

The new order was supple- 
mented, two days later, on 
March 25th., by a new fire 
call, designed to call back 
municipal firemen, The order 
read: 

‘effected this date a three 
(3) box will be sounded twice 
on the fire alarm to summons 
the men that are on their 
three short days or nights, 
that can not be reached by 
telephone to report b&ck to 
the station. The three box 
will be used for Ambulance 
fill in or any emergency when 
a full crew is not needed. 

The new orders, restricting 
the men in the department 
followed by five days the v 
sit of the Chief to the Board 
of Selectmen last week, at 
which time the Chief reported 
that the regular firemen (not 
the call men, as was errone- 
ously reported in this paper 
last week) were not responding 
to the calls from Fire Depart- 
ment headquarters.

Budget Program, tentatively for 1966, modestly

thought has been given to economically incor- 
porating it in a new municipal building, which 
also obviously is needed. 
We suggest that during this interim period 
before we can get down to conerete building 
plans and schedules of additional services, the 
library can expand in the minds of the indi vid- 
uals of the community.’ A library, more than any 
other public institution, reflects the charac 
ter and life of a community, and is responsive 
to the expressed needs of its citizens. It's 
not too early, right now, to think about what 
library: seryice we need here, to find out what 
a good library can do to improve the life of a 
community, and to express those thoughts 

aloud wherever people congregate, in writing 
wherever people read. Specifically, the library 
staff, the Board of Trustees, the Friends of 
the Library, are receptive to ideas.

STONE WALLS BAY CONE DON 
The massive stone walls, in 
front of the St. Thomas Rec- 
tory, may be torn down, at 
least in part, to make room 
in front of the new St. Thomas 
Church, now building.

Mother close relation of the 
salt marsh mosquito, the fair- 
ly common fresh water mosqito 
was identified as a carrier of 
this dread disease also. Its 
scientific name is ‘culex re- 
stuans’.
